sengers a month, he estimated.

*&Wy were too low, Shaufler ad- 
mitted during cross-examination. 


The witness stated he believed 


80 per cent or more of the loss 
than 
carload 
freight 
traffic 
in 
this territory was handled by the 
91 class A and the 119 class B 
trucks and estimated more than 
BO per cent of the short passeng- 
er trips were made on the 22 
busses. 
Shaufler prophesied this motor 
bus and truck traffic would in- 
crease until tSe busses and trucks 
commerce commission. He stated 
the trucks and busses were .iust 
like 
the 
railroads 
were 
before 
they were controlled by the I. C. 
C. The trucks will set any rate 
to get business, he said. 
Shaufler referred 
to the pick- 


up and store door delivery service 
instituted by the T. & P. to com- 
bat truck competition as an "ex- 
pensive 
experiment." 
"It may temporarily give you 
more business," he stated, 
"but 


the only lasting result will be to 
cause the trucks to reduce their 
rates."

Czarina and Czarevitch, 
by the Russian general Dietcrich, 
who had preserved them with oth- 
er objects of the royal family in a 
box and some trunks.

claims to have,escaped from Rus- 
sia with the remains which he 
brought to Franco and offered to 
the Grand Duke Nicholas who de- 
clined to accept their custody.

With remains of the bodies are 


jewels and other ornaments believ- 
ed to have been worn by the Czar 
Czarina and their children when 
they were shot by the bolsheviks.

AGRICULTURE ARE 


SUBJECT MEETING 


BANKERS, FARMERS A N D 
COUNTY AGENTS DISCUSS 
SITUATION AND REMEDY 


CARNIVAL QUEEN 


At a meeting of more than fifty 
bankers, farmers, county agents 
and others from district 9, com- 
posed of 20 counties in this area 
of Texas, held at the Navarro Ho- 
tel Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
problems of agriculture were dis- 
cussed at length, the concensus of 
opinion seeming to be that the 
main thing desired for the bank- 
. ers, knowing the individual per- 
sons and conditions, to aid in the 
putting over a. program which will 
benefit the agricultural situation, 
with soil conservation, diversifica- 
tion, live-at-home, and the getting 
away from the one-crop idea. 


The 
meeting 
was 
arranged I 
through the efforts of G. W. Orm, 


' district agent; Miss Jennie Camp, 
district 
home 
demonstration 


agent; and, Frank Morris, 
key 
banker, Gainesville, and others. 


Mr. Morris pointed out that the 
Texas Bankers Association agricul- 
tural committe had outlined a pro- 
pram for the bankers to aid in the 
agricultural problems in their va- 
rious sectors, and that for the first 
time in many years, gratifying re- 
sults were being obtained. He re- 
counted a number of instances and 
circumstances 
that 
had 
been 
brought to his attention. He said 
that the Texas Bankers associa- 
tion committee was trying to help 
all sections of the state. 
Mr. Morris pointed out that the 
country bankers were getting away 
from one one-crop idea, and had 
come to the realization that a sup- 
plemental income must be provid- 
ed for the farmer to become pros- 
perous and self-sustaining. 
Improve Frirm Life. 
Miss Camp stated that the farm- 
ers were being urged to provide 
better pastures, use adapted crops, 
livestonck, a balanced 
scale 
of 
farming, better seed, using low 
cost methods, make homes more 
comfortable and beautiful so that 
farm life will be a happy one, and 
thr children remain on the farms 
instead of going to the towns and 
cities 
G. W. Orms, district agent, de- 
nied to the farmers and bankers 
that there is an "awful depres- 
sion" on the farms, or that agri- 
culture is going to the bad. He 
declared that the whole farming 
system was undergoing a change, 
He said that the machine age was 
causing unemployment at the pres- 
ent time but unemploymtnt is not 
apparent in the farming sectors. 
"The merchants are the ones that 
unemployment 
is 
hurting," 
the 
speaker continued. 


What Mr. Orms said was hurting 
the country was the purchase of 
automobiles, radios, frlgidaire and 
other things on the 
installment 
plan. "Produce on the farm what 
we consume," he said, and every- 
thing would be all right, and on 
these farms where diversification 
and soil conservation have been 
practiced for years, there are no 
hard times now. 


To Map Out Program. 
He declared that whore farms 


•were used for 
making 
better 
farms and a living, money was be- 
ing made, but where farms were 
bejng used only for the making of 
money, no money is being made. 
He said that the county agents 
would confer with the bankers of 
the various counties early next 
spring for the mapping out of a 
program for 1931. 
"Depression is a delusion," Mr. 


Orms said, "as the soil, air, etc. 
is here and from it must come our 
necessities," he continued. 
He said that history showed that 


declining areas and nations follow 
declining soils. 
He pointed out 
that Germany, smaller than Tex- 
as, raised 90 per cent of the neces- 
sities of her 
70,000,000 
people, 


•while only 6,000,000 people reside in 
Texas. 
There is much terracing being 


done at the present time in Texas. 
rermanent Belief. 


Chairman Morris said that the 
mo\ ement on foot was not for tem- 
porary relief, but for a permanent 
relict He said that each bank in

Acquisition of the Gulf and West 
Texas Railroad by the Southern 
Pacific was authorized today by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, i 


The Southern Pacific was au- 
thorized to acquire the capital 
stock of the Gulf & West Texas 
and the latter was permitted to 
Issue $300,000 of common stock 
with a par value of $100 a share 
to be used in construction pro- 
posed new line. 
It is planned to build 113'miles 


of new trackage at a cost of 
$5,552,665, from Brady to Fred- 
ericksburg and from 
Eaton to 
San Angelo. 


When the line is completed, the 
road will operate from San An- 
tonio to San Angelo, using the 
tracks of hte San Antonio and 
Aransas Railway, operated by the 
Texas and New Orleans Railroad 
company from San Antonio to

T 


WO million dollars is a lot of money. Suppose 
you had to spend that much in just one sum- 


mer. What a glorious time you could have! It's a 
pleasant thought, but let's find out how your gas 
company really did spend two million dollars last 
summer.

There 
were fifteen compressor engines installed in these 
three nev.' compressor stations. 


A gigantic 1250 horse power engine was added 


to the immense compressor station at Pc- 
trolia,making a total of 7,500 horse power 
at this one station. In all there are 27 com- 
pressor stations, to help send gas to you this 
winter when the thermometer goes down.

One of the unusual engineering feats accom- 


plished during the summer was taking up and 
re-laying 80 miles of pipe, north of Petrolia, lead- 
ing from the Oklahoma gas fields. This pipe was 
lifted out of the ditch, scraped free of dirt and 
corroded material, old joints replaced with new, 
treated with a protective covering, thoroughly 
tested, and re-laid in the ditch.

and 
glands and 


brain cells. 


For example, in the infection of 


typhoid fever the patient may he 
delirious when the disease is at 
i's height because his brain cells, 
for the time, arc poisoned by the 
typhoid toxin, and cannot furnish 
straight thinking. 
But he wakes 


from the delirium to find his per- 
sonality intact, although his phy- 
sical strength is at low ebb.
